The  Southern  Illinois 
University  School  of  Dental 
Medicine,  established  in 
1969,  is  located  in  Alton,  Illinois,  just  minutes 
from  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  The  location  of  the 
school  offers  dental  students  a  unique 
combination  of  a  small  town  environment  and 
a  major  metropolitan  area. 

With  approximately  200  students,  the 
School’s  small  student  body  and  the  intimate 
environment  of  the  campus  promote  an 
unusually  high  level  of  interaction  among  the 
students  and  faculty. 

The  campus  includes  a  new  and  expanded 
dental  clinic  with  72  patient  care  stations  for 
student  clinical  experience,  a  comprehensive 
biomedical  library,  biomedical  and  clinical 
research  laboratories  and  a  summer  re¬ 
search  program  available  to  those  stu¬ 
dents  who  are  interested  in  gaining 
research  experience. 

Housing  is  available  in  many  nearby 
apartments  and  private  homes.  SIU  School 
of  Dental  Medicine  staff  members  are  available 
to  assist  students  in  finding  the  type  of  housing 
they  prefer. 
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Others  pursue  options  including  military 
or  public  health  service,  dental  research, 
dental  education,  and  careers  with  a  variety  of 
government  agencies. 

About  the  program 

The  four-year  dental  education  program  at 
SIU  is  fully  accredited  by  the  American  Dental 
Association’s  Commission  on  Accreditation. 

This  program  successfully  combines  class¬ 
room  experience  with  research  activities  and 
clinical  practice.  In  their  first  year  of  study, 
students  learn  the  basics  of  biomedical  and 
clinical  science.  The  second  year  presents 


further  biomedical  information  and  an  intro¬ 
duction  to  direct  patient  Care.  The  third  year 
focuses  predominantly  on  clinical  instruction 
in  patient  care.  The  major  part  of  the  fourth 
year  is  devoted  to  comprehensive  patient  care. 

In  addition,  the  School  offers  a  fully  accred¬ 
ited  one  year  General  Practice  Residency  in 
Dentistry.  The  residency  provides  an  opportu¬ 
nity  for  recent  dental  graduates  to  advance 
their  knowledge  and  skills  in  general  dentistry. 


The  Administration/Student 
Union  Building  provides  recreation 
areas  complemented  by  an  on- 
campus  gym.  In  addition,  transpor¬ 
tation  is  available  to  Southern 
Illinois  University  at  Edwardsville 
where  dental  students  have  access 
to  all  campus  facilities  including  the 
main  library,  bookstore, 
swimming  pools,  weight 
room,  racquetball  courts, 
gymnasium  and  outdoor 
facilities  for  tennis  and 
other  sports. 

Only  30  minutes  from 
campus  is  St.  Louis, 

Missouri,  the  exciting 
gateway  to  the  West, 
city  hosts  many  activities, 
including  old-time  melo¬ 
drama  on  a  riverboat;  Six 
Flags  Over  Mid  America 
amusement  park;  profes¬ 
sional  baseball  and

St.  Louis  Zoo;  Art  Museum;  Botanical  Gardens; 
the  Muny  Opera  and  Fox  Theater,  featuring 
top  entertainers  and  Broadway  plays,  the  St.  Louis  Symphony, 
recognized  as  one  of  the  best  symphonies  in  the  country;  conct 
and  dance  performances;  shopping;  restaurants  and  much  more 


About  the  faculty 

The  faculty  of  the  SIU  School  of  Dental 
Medicine,  comprised  of  42  full-time  and 
49  part-time  educators  and  practitioners, 
represent  general  practice  and  all  eight 
specialty  areas  in  dentistry.  Members  of 
the  faculty  are  recognized  for  their 
excellence  in  teaching,  and  are  active 
in  dental  research,  professional  dental 
organizations  and  private  practice.

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Admission 

The  minimum  academic  requirements  for 
admission  to  the  SIU  School  of  Dental  Medicine 
include  successful  completion  of  two  academic 
years  (60  semester  or  90  quarter  hours)  of 
course  work  at  Southern  Illinois  University  at 
Edwardsville  or  another  accredited  institution  of 
higher  learning.

A  unique  combined  arts  and  sciences  dental 
curriculum  leading  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  and  Doctor  of  Dental  Medicine  is 
available  for  students  interested  in  attending 
Southern  Illinois  University  at  Edwardsville  for 
their  undergraduate  degree. 

The  preprofessional  part  of  the  curriculum  is 
completed  in  just  three  years  on  the  Edwardsville 
campus,  and  the  professional  part  at  the  School  of 
Dental  Medicine  in  Alton,  Illinois.  Information 
concerning  acceptance  into  this  program  may  be 
obtained  by  contacting  the  School  of  Dental 
Medicine  Admissions  Office.
